Russia Seeks an Intermission 


And now come reports that Russia 
would like to end the “cold war” and is 
putting out peace feelers toward that ob- 
jective. 

It is notable that such reports come at 
a time when American counterattacks are 
effectively discounting Soviet propaganda. 
Russia, moreover, is finding her ambitions 
in Germany and Greece stymied. The 
Marshall Plan, which she despises and 
fears, has been approved unanimously Ly 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
And countries of Western Europe are pick- 
ing. up steam in their own drive to re- 
habilitate their distressed economies. 

Russia is not yet ready for an all-out 
showdown. Her internal condition would 
not permit such, for her strength still is 

“relatively weak. It has been her policy to 

nibble here and there and push ahead 
yonder as much as circumstances would 
permit. Circumstances now seem to be 
working against her expansionist plans. 
Slowly but inexorably the tables are turn- 
ing in favor of the United States and the 
West. 

The Soviet,.then, is ready for a truce. 
But the truce must be on fronts of her 
own choosing. She finds herself, at least 
momentarily, against a hardening wall in 
Europe. So'she would like for the United 
States to relieve the pressure and call off 
the counterpropaganda dogs there. Mean- 


while, Russia would find other fields to 
work. There is Korea, for instance, where 
she reportedly has formed a puppet state 
in her northern zone and equipped a Com- 
munist army of 200,000 with_modern war 
weapons. Her strategy is to withdraw, a 
little later, her own troops from Korea. 
That would be a signal for the United 
States to withdraw from the’ Southern 
Zone. Then, presto, the Northern Com- 
munist army would overrun the South and 
all Korea would be just another Soviet 
State. 

And then there’s the matter of control 
of the atomic bomb. The Soviet holds out 
firmly against international control which 
would permit inspection by a United Na- 
tions Commission. Rather, she wants the 
U. S. to destroy all its atomic bombs, give 
the secret to the world and let each coun- 
try “police” within its own borders for 
violators of international security. That 
would be about like giving bank vault 
keys to a notorious thief with instructions 
to keep pilferers out.

Mordecai Peter 
Centennial Brown 


I remember very well that of all the pictures 

‘of baseball stars that used to come in packages 

of Sweet Caporal cigarettes, and which were 

currency in juvenile circles in the time of which I speak, that of 

Mordecai (Three-Fingered) Brown was one of the most difficult 
to come by. 

You could trade any number of third basemen and outfielders, 
It made all the 
other pictures, save those of the Cubs, rival inflated currencies of 
today. This was about 1910 and 1912, or thereabouts, when the 
Cubs were the talk of the nation, and McGraw’s Giants and Christy 
Mathewson their greatest rivals. The real collectors would hang 
about thé drugstore waiting for smokers to purchase S. Caporals 
and request the baseball picture therein. 

So, I imagine there was more than just a feeling of regret for 
many of our aging citizens when the papers carried, the other day, 
the news that Mordecai Brown had died at 71. 

Full many a middle-aged man, puffing from the brisk stroll from 
the sidewalk to the office door, must have thought back to the 
old days of baseball pictures from Sweet Caporals and the stories 
of Matty and Three-Fingered Brown, 


Fingers His forefinger was gone via a feed chopper at the age 

of seven. His third and fourth fingers were broken 
and they healed, gnarled and hook-like. His little finger was prac- 
tically useless. Actually, he had four fingers, but this little one 
was useless. 

I recall the late Wilbert Robinson telling me that Mordecai 
Brown was the only right-hander who was as effective against left- 
handed hitters as against right. He had a fast hopping curve as 
his chief stock in trade. For a right-hander he could make it break 
out and down. For a left-handed hitter he could. make it break in 
and down. They hit most of his throws, when they hit them, on 
the ground, and the Cub infield was a machine. 

His great rival, Christy Mathewson, had a world of stuff, as they 
say.. And Matty’ won more games in his years in baseball. But 
Brown had the best of the rivalry and his record is the more re- 
markable. In these days of pampered pitchers and the bouncy 
ball the records of both read like the exploits of ancient men at 
arms, , 


Records I went back to the record books for this: 

Matty and Brown were opposing pitchers 24 times in 
12 seasons. Brown won 13 of them, with nine of them coming con- 
secutively between July 12, 1905, and Oct. 8, 1908, the year the 
Cubs nosed out the Giants in a finish which has doddering old fans 
of today still talking and causes them to look down their noses at 
modern baseball as akin to a candy pull, or a Halloween apple- 
bob. Matty won 37 games that season and Brown 29. 

When the Cubs headed East in September of that campaign, 
they were considered out of the race. But Brown, pitching in 11 
of the last 15 games, ended up with winning both games of a double- 
header on Sept. 22. 


On the next day the Giants, leading by .006 of 
Merkle Day a percentage point, failed to win when Fréd 
Merkle failed to touch second on a single which scored Moose 
McCormick from third with what should have been the winning 
run. 

The game was ordered played over after the season ended. When 
the season did end both teams were tied. Brown had won eight 
in a row from the Giants and properly was regarded as a little 
weary. Matty, with five days’ rest, started for the Giants. The 
Giants knocked Pfeister out of the box in the first inning. With 
two out, two on and one run in, Brown came in and retired the 
side with a strikeout. 

He then went on to handcuff the Giants while the Cubs got 
to Matty for four runs to win, finally, 4 to 2. 


The records show he won 239 games and lost 131, and that he | 


pitched six one-hitters and 59 shutouts. 

That is from the books. I never saw him pitch. I was one of 
the provincial hero worshippers, collecting picture cards and trying 
to corner the local market in those of Mordecai Brown. 

His full name was Mordecai Peter Centennial Brown, and if you 
will say it over you will find that it has a sort of rhythm to it. 
1 recall that I used to go along as a kid saying over and over to 
myself, as I walked, making a sort of drum beat of it by which 
to march: 

“Morde-cai—Peter—Cen-tennial-Brown!” 

The other pictures with high trading values were those of 
Tinker, Evers and Chance. And, of course, Matty. But for pitch- 
ers—well, 40 years ago Matty and Brown were the gréatest of their 
time, and for 12 years none really came along to challenge the kings. 

When I read where Brown had gone on to follow Matty, dead 
a good many years now, I didn’t talk about it. I just recalled the 
old days and the collection of pictures, and of how we used to run 
for that morning paper to see what Matty and Brown and the 
Giants and Cubs had done. I had just learned to read-well enough 
to follow the reports and understand a box score’s hits and runs. 
The world seemed a little emptier with the news, even though I 
must confess that for years I had not concerned myself with more 
than wonder about him now and then, But the news made me sad. 

“Morde-cai—Peter—-Cen-tennial-Brown!”

What Teachers Have 
And What They Want 


Political observers laughed when Democratie 
leaders switched the date of the Jackson-Jefferson * 
Day dinner because it conflicted with the date of 
the Georgia Education Association Convention and the would - 
be filled with teachers instead of political leaders. It obviously was 
a face-saving device to permit the Democratic dinner to present a 
speaker more in sympathy with the Southern point of view than 
Democratic National Chairman Howard McGrath who is all-out for 
President Truman’s Civil Rights program. But politicians would de 
well to avoid any conflict with the GEA session, anyway—because 
items of more importance to the welfare of Georgia will be discussed 
at the teachers’ session than at any political dinner of Democrats 
in the solidly Democratic State of Georgia. The teachers at their 
convention will discuss how to offer better education for more chil- 
dren, and how to improve the lot of the teacher. They will adopt a 
program calling for more money from the State government, and 
they will seek to pledge candidates for Governor and the Legislature 
to support this educational program. 

Claude Purcell, of the State Department of Education, has boiled 
cown the long list of detailed changes in Georgia's “foundation pro- 
gram of education” which are being advocated by teachers in their 
local GEA conferences. Generally, these changes would provide for 


_ longer school terms, more teachers per students, higher-paid and 


better-qualified teachers, and an equalizing of the local costs of edu- 
cation among the various counties on a basis of their ability-to-pay. 
As a matter-of-fact, the increased cost of the enlarged program. 
would be borne chiefly by the State instead of the counties. The 
State would take into the State-pay system a couple of thousand 
teachers now paid solely by counties. Purcell compares the present 
educational facilities with the proposed foundation program as 
follows: 


Better Schools “* present, Georgia has a mandatory seven- 


months term, with an extension of the term 
to nine months permissible. Under the proposed program, there 


would be 180 school days, one week for preplanning and one week 
for post-evaluation. Fifteen percent of the staff would work 12 
months. 

There are from 20 to 40 children per teacher in the elementary 
schools now, and from 15 to 35 children per teacher in the high 
schools. The proposed program would cut this to 20 to 30 elementary 
students and 15 to 25 high school students per teacher. It also would 
figure the school population of whites and Negroes separately, in al-

A Jacksonian Democrat, he had wandered 
eff after John C. Calhoun On the issue of 
slavery; went over into the camp of the 
Whigs, who picked him up in order to angle 
for votes in the South, and was sent on his 
way to the White House in the boisterous 
election that brought “Old Tippecanoe” to . 
the Presidency. Sworn in on the death of 
Harrison, Tyler promptly double-cressed his 
Whig backers (as Truman has the Roosevelt 
liberals) and, hoping to cling to his lofty 
perch, went back to Calhoun, whom he made 
his Secretary of State. 


All but one of his Cabinet resigned, just as 
all but one of the Roosevelt Cabinet members 
are out. ‘The story of the Truman betrayal of the 
Roosevelt policies, and his packing of key posts 
with Wall Streeters, is a counterpart of the Tyler 
story. To the last, Tyler deluded himself with

Writes a Letter About Evolution 


(Editor’s Note: Some days ago, following an attack by Dr. J. L. Steele on a Bass High School 
English teacher for discussing evolution, Editor Ralph McGill wrote a column which did not mention 
a@ny person nor any one of the many theories, such as Darwin’s, and was not directed at any one. 
On the contrary, the column was a general discussion of evolution as a process of orderly evolution 
of man up to and through the savage tribes into the civilization of today. Editor McGill said that, in 
hie opinion, there was not necessarily any Bible contradiction in the process and that science and 


religion were not necessarily at odds. 


In correspondence with Dr. Steele concerning the column 


the minister was asked to send in a letter for publication. It is presented below as written, Editor 
McGill defires to state emphatically that Dr. Steele is in error about a statement as to deputies. No 
euch statement was ever made about courthouse deputies and there was no personal reference to Dr. 
Steele. There t# no quarrel with the pastor, only a difference of opinion in interpretation.) 


Editor Constitution: I have your letter of Feb. 
12 and must confess that I am puzzled, somewhat, 
by the attitude you take. 

Thank you for the copy of your column. It 
wast not necessary for you to send it since I have 
read it over at least a dozen times. However, as 
you request, I read it again and have arrived at 
the same conclusion, namely, that you had refer- 
ence to me. Of course, you did not call me by 
name, but what other preacher was under fire 
at the time you wrote, for rebuking a high school 
teacher for telling his class that man came 
from the amoeba and passed through the lower 
forms of animal life and that Darwin had 
proved the animal ancestry of man? Not another 
minister in Atlanta, other than myself, had_made 
such a charge. You™did not need to call my name. 
This is evidenced by the fact that I have received 
many telephone calls and letters from people 
who, just as I did; knew the ministet to whom 
you had reference in your column. 

This is aside from the present issue but it 
seems 16 me that several years ago you wrote 
an article about the force of deputies at the 
eourthouse and said, in effect, that they were a 
bunch of incompetent bums, They knew about 
whom you were speaking—and they have not 
forgotten it yet. Of course, if that was your 
Opinion of them, in your capacity as a molder of 
public opinion, it was your privilege and duty 
t say so. If it is your opinion that I should 
be sent away to schoob #0 that I could be an in- 
formed man and a better Christian, then it was 
your right to so inform my church, the Atlanta 
Christian Council, on whose executive committee 
I serve, and the Atlanta Baptist Pastors’ Con- 
ference, of which I am the President. But, you 
knew that I had no way to answer you so that 
everybody who read your column would read 
my answer. It might interest you to know that 
you newspapermen have given me much un- 
sought, nation-wide publicity. I have letters from 
‘all over the country, the overwhelming majority 
of which congratulates me on my stand and urge 
me to keep on fighting this kind of teaching in 
our public schools. I have also heard from some 
self-confessed infidels and atheists, some of the 
letters so vile and blasphemous that I was 
ashamed to read them. I have had many requests 
from mothers and fathers to press for the re- 
moval of the teacher at Bass and all others in 
Our school system who teach our children that 
the Bible is a lie. This I have refused to do, | 
grant any man the right to believe or disbelieve 
the Bible. The thing that stirs me to indignation 
is for an unbeliever to tell children, whose minds 
are not yet capable of sifting truth from error, 
that the Bible parents have taught them is un- 
true. You should have seen the shocked look 
on the faces of the young people who came to me, 
confused and bewildered, to repeat the teacher's 
statement and to ask me to explain it to them. 


I have been asked by many good people why I 
did not ask the teacher's. permission to repeat 
his statement. I did not need to ask him if he 
said it—I knew these’ young people told the 
truth, the teacher cenfessed that he did say it. 
Besides all this, Né did not go to all the parents 
of the students and ask them if it would be all 
right for him to tell their childrén that Darwin 
had proved that man came from lower forms of 
animal life. 

You state in your letter that you did not give 
a definition of evolution but that you simply 
told the meaning of it. Yet you accuse me of 
splitting hairs! What, will you be kind enough 
to tell me, is the difference in the definition of 
a thing and the meaning of a thing? Well, let’s 
stick to your “meaning” of evolution. You tried 
to put me in a bad light by giving a “meaning” 
of evolution that is not a ‘meaning” of it at all. 
If evolution “means” what you said it does then 
a man would be a fool not to believe in it. You 
ask if I ever studied evolution and assert that 
the Darwinian theory is outmoded, except for a 
number of basic facts. Yes, I have made a very 
careful study of evolution, and it is possible that 
I know more about it than you do if the “mean- 
ing” you gave is all you know about it. I have 
also studied the Bible and it is more than likely 
that I know a great deal more about it than you 
do. I do know that the theories of Darwin, Hux: 
ley, Clodd, Nietzsche and others form the basis 
of every evolutionary hypothesis taught today. 
But Darwin himself died, confessing that he 
had not been able to bring forth one fact to 
substantiate his theory. I will produce a dozen 
other eminent scientists who have, likewise, con- 
fessed that evolution cannot be proved but must 
forever remain a theory. The evolutionist will 
start from the hypothesis, from which he will 
dangle.a supposition, to which he will attach a 
guess, ending up with a doubtful probability. He 
will then hold up this monstrosity and cry, “Here 
is truth, the Bible is a lie.” 

I have no ill feeling toward you, or the teach- 
er, or any of the self-confessed infidels who have 
cursed me in every imaginable form—or even 
toward several students who, out of a fanatical 
loyalty to their popular coach, have written de- 
liberate lies about the statement I made from my 
pulpit. I read your column every morning and 
consider you perhaps the best political writer in 
the. South, I will offer you a little free advice, 
however, just as I did the teacher, and suggest 


that you stay in your field. I do not dictate your | 


politics, so you stop trying to tell me what brand 
of theology I should preach, If I can’t instruct 
my own young people in the doctrines of their 
church without the newspapers holding me up to 


scorn from one end of the country to the other, |

partner would bid no trump 
first and then he could properly 
employ Blackwood. The impor- 
tant consideration is that his 
partner might have the king of 
hearts which would make it ob- 
ligatory for North to become de- 
clarer in order to avoid a lead 
through that king on the open- 
ing. If North is to be declarer, 
it must almost certainly be at 
no trump. He should, therefore, 
be given the opportunity to bid 
no trump first. 

After the two club response 
South could have attained that 
end by making a rebid of 
three diamonds. This is a jump 
in a new suit and forces partner 
to bid at least till game is 
reached, If North should re 
spond with three no trump, 
South is still at liberty to employ 
the Blackwood convention. 
which will still provide for 
North being declarer. 

In the bidding given in the 
diagram, the players are pre- 
sumed to be “direct method” 
bidders. The four-spade rebid 
shows great strength and _ indi- 
cates a hand that can take at 
least eight tricks. North can 
see that the partnership is safe 
for at least 11 tricks and makes 
the natural bid of four no trump 
which means just what it savs. 
South therefore permits his part- 
ner to play the hand, because he 
is convinced that the king of 
hearts is there. If North held 
the ace of hearts he would have 
shown it directly.

baked, it rises as much as six 
inches.” 

In fact, almost any question 
asked Gale brought more words 
of praise for the Chiffon Cake, 
so we let him talk. 

“The recipe was first devel- 
oped by a baker in California. 
He had made the “mystery” 
cakes for film stars and other 
Hollywood notables for more 
than 18 years. Everyone knew 
the cakes were good, but no one 
knew how they were made—ex- 
cept the baker. 

“The baker, Harry Baker, of 
Los Angeles, finally decided to 
let the public in on his little sec- 
ret. Baker selected Betty Crock- 
er, General Mills’ nome expert, 
to do the job. 

“After many weeks of secret 
research, Miss Crocker finally 
perfected her version of the re- 
cipe which was announced Sun- 
day in Minneapolis.” 

The secret? According to Gale, 
one simply uses light salad oil 
as shortening instead of animal 
fat or heavy vegetable oil short- 
ening, normally used in making 
cakes.

There 
are now more than 141,000 ac- 
tive members registered in this 
one firm’s sewing classes. 

Promoting home sewing in 
their own way, leading woolen 
mills have increased the amount 
of fabric set aside to be sold in 
piece goods departments, and 
have prepared such fabrics for 
immediate home sewing use.
